Investigafcors said the license plate list was recent 
enough .that it included the identification of a Chicago 
police gang crimes unit vehicle which had been placed 
in service only a few days earlier.

The security breach recaUed a similar incident sev- 
eral years ago in which CIU investigators discovered j 
several professional burglars hadi radios in their auto- 
mobiles tuned to CIU frequencies and car*to-car 
transmissions. 

One burglar admitted the confidential information 
had been obtained from a radio repairman employedl 
at the 51st Street police garage. ' 

That organized crime eonduit to poUce information, 
however, was rendered useless last year with the 
edoption of radio scrambler devices to safeguard air- 
borne conversations between investigators.

AN INTERNAL investigation has been 
begun into what is believed to be the; 
theft ,-of about $8,000 worth of spark 
plugs from a garage in the Chicago Po-> 
lice Department’s Motor MaintenanceÇ^
